T. E. Corkhill presented the memoir of John Wheeler, D. D. J. T. Sim- 
mons and M. Bamford paid worthy tributes to the memory of the noble dead, 
and W. J. Spaulding presented resolutions adopted by the quarterly conference 
of the First M. E. Church of Mt. Pleasant. The resolutions were read, and 
ordered to be placed on file with other papers of the Conference. 




Rev. E. H. Waring presented the memoir of Rev. John Harris, and was 
followed by J. B. Hardy in a tribute to the memory of the deceased.

FOUETH DAY. 



Saturday, September 3rd, 1881. 

Conference convened at the appointed hour. Bishop S. M. Merrill in the chair. 

The devotional services were conducted by S. S. Murphy. 

Minutes of previous session read and approved.

The Sixteenth Question, “What Local Deacons have been elected Elders?”

The Conference proceeded to ballot for four trustees to take the places of the 
class whose time expires. The tellers, after the vote was taken, were permitted 
to retire to count the ballots. 

The Presiding Elders were instructed to nominate Triers of Appeals. 

Resolutions relative to Landon Taylor, a retired minister of the Upper Iowa 
Conference, were adopted. 

The Second Question was called, viz: “Who are Admitted on Trial?” and the

4 . REPORT OF SECRETARY OF IOWA WESLEYAN UNIVERSITY.

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To the Iowa Annual Conference, held at Knoxville, Iowa, Aug. 31, A. D. 1881: 

Dear Fathers and Brethren: — Through the abundant mercy of God, I 
have the privilege of laying before you my annual report for the year ending 
June 14th, A. D. 1881. 

The past, like many former years, has been one of peace, harmony and pros- 
perity. 

Under the -wise and prudent management of its President, Rev. Dr. Spauld- 
ing, assisted by a corps of very efficient professors and teachers, the institution 
has steadily increased in patronage and in favor with the people; and large as 
was the attendance the past year, the prospects are that the coming year wiU 
show a handsome increase over any previous one. 

The Board of Trustees met in annual session June 10th, last, and gratefully 
acknowledging the interest which this Conference has taken in building up the 
University, and believing that it will not cease its efforts until the Iowa Wesleyan 
University shall have been placed upon a solid and enduring basis, passed the 
following resolution : 

Resolved, By this Board of Trustees of the Iowa Wesleyan University, that 
we request the Iowa Annual Conference, at its next session, to appoint some 
suitable person as agent to raise endowment funds for the Normal Chair and 
other purposes. 

Dr. Wray Beattie having resigned his position. Prof. A. A. Bennett was 
elected to the Chair of Natural Science. Prof. J. H. Peck was appointed prin- 
cipal of the Academic Department and adjunct professor of Mathematics. The 
Chair of Languages was declared vacant. 

The By-Law relating to the time of the meeting of the board, was changed 
from Friday to the Monday next preceding the day of commencement. 

The board also appointed a committee, consisting of J. B. Blakeney, J. T. 
Simmons, and the Secretary, to prepare and lay before this Conference a plan 
for the unification of the Methodist Colleges in Iowa, with a view of securing 
an expression of opinion from the Conference as to the desirabilitjr of such a 
project; and, if thought advisable, to ask the appointment of a commission from 
this Conference to meet a similar commission from other Conferences in this 
State, with reference to carrying out such plan of unification. 

They also appointed Drs. Spaulding and Coxe a committee from the Board 
of Trustees to confer with similar committees from other colleges of the State 
upon the same subject, and report at the next meeting of the Board. 

There were in the University the past year two hundred and ninety-six 
students, of whom six graduated to the degree of A. B., and six to the degree 
of B. S. 

The degree of A. M. in course was conferred on three, and M. S. in course 
upon three. One received the degree of A. M., and one the degree of Ph.D., 
pro merito, and one received the degree of D. D., pro honorium — total, 21. 
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The trustees axe glad to be able to report the Institution in healthy condition, 
financially, as the following table of endowment will show:

X. MKMOIRS. 



A-REV. JOHN HARRIS. 

Rev. John Harris, a superannuated member of the Iowa Conference, died m 
great peace in Corning, Iowa, Friday night, July 29th, 1881. He was bom in 
the City of Worcester, England, June 5th, 1809; was converted in Birmingham, 
England, in a lovefeast, in 1826, and joined the Wesleyan Methodist Society in 
Worcester the same year; was Jicensed to preach as a local preacher at Birming- 
ham, England, in 1828. He did effective service for the Master in this relation 
as a city missionary and street preacher for sixteen years. The crowded street 
of the city was the temple where he gathered the multitude; the voice of song 
was the trumpet that called the attention of the moving throng; a box or a 
chair the pulpit from which he preached Jesus to the people. Many will rise up 
in the great day and own his labors as the means of their salvation. 

Bro. Harris came to Iowa in 1845, and at once identified himself with the 
Methodist Episcopal Church; the same year he entered the itinerancy in the lowa 
Conference, this being its second session; he was ordained a Deacon by Bishop 
Hamlin in 1846, and an Elder by Bishop Janes in 1849. His appointmente 
have been : Birmingham Circuit, Iowa City, Bloomington, Muscatine, Dubuque, 
Mt. Pleasant, Keokuk, Oskaloosa, Fairfield, Muscatine, Muscatine Circuit, Mus-

catine, Burlington, Washington, Muscatine District, Blue Grass, Brighton, , j 

Salem, Oskaloosa, Albia, New London, Marshall, Attica. At tte Conference of ^ 

1875 he was granted a superannuated relation. He spent one year at Vinton, J 

and then moved to Coming, where he spent the remainder of his eventful life, 1 

demonstrating the truthfulness of the language of Job, “Hiine eye shall be j 

clearer than the noonday; thou shalt shine forth, thou shalt be as the morning, i 

and thou shalt be secure, because there is hope.” The closing scenes were what \ 

might have been expected, and we let his pastor. Rev. W. H. W. Rees, give ! 

them: ‘‘ On the day before his death I was at his bedside, and talked with him j 

about the future. I asked him if the way was clear, and if he was ready to go. j 

and he responded with his characteristic earnestness, ‘0 yes, 0 yes, it is all i 

right.’ I then said, well Bro. Harris I must go up home and get my sermon j 

ready for Sunday. He grasped my hand and said, 'well, well, my brother, I 
want you to kneel down here, and pray until you get a fire started under that 
sermon.' He responded heartily while prayer was being offered. He lingered 
until twelve o’clock Friday night, when he passed to his reward.” Thus one by 
one the noble heroes that planted the standard of the Cross on this western 
slope are passing away, and those who filled the rear ranks are being crowded 
to the front. May the mantle of the fathers fall on their sons. 

Bro. Harris was married July 4th, 1830. His faithful and noble wife shared 
with him the toils and hardships, as well as the honor, of an itinerant Methodist 
preacher’s life for thirty years; then steadied his steps to the grave, and is now 
looking longingly across the way where the husband and four children are en- 
joying the bliss of the better life. When the work of life is accomplished, may 
the Good Shepherd gather the wife and four remaining children into the home 
above.

B— JOHN WHEELER, D. D. 

On the 18th of June last, at his home in Mt. Pleasant, Iowa, Dr. John 
Wheeler calmly passed away to his home in Heaven. He was bom in Ports- 
mouth, England, April 7th, 1815. With his family he came to America in 1820, 
and settled at Bellefontaine, Ohio, where he spent his childhood and youtL In 
1824 he was converted and joined the M. E. Church, of which he lived an 
honored member until called to his reward. In 1835 he became a student in the 
Norwalk, Ohio, Seminary. In 1837 he entered the Alleghany College, where he 
remained until 1^9, when, in company with Bishop Simpson, who at the time 
was a Professor in Alleghany College, he moved to Indiana, and entered the 
Indiana Asbury University, of which the Bishop had just b^n elected Presi- 
dent. In 1840 he graduated from this University, being a member of the first 
class of graduates. In this year he was elected Principal of Franklin Institute 
at Indianopolis. Here he remained two years, during which time he was married 
to Miss Mary Yandes. In 1842 he was chosen Professor of Latin, and returned 
to Asbury, his Alma Mater. In this position he remained until 1854, accomplish- 
ing a work which won the affectionate esteem of all who knew him, and carry- 
ing to a degree of remarkable perfection the department over which he had been 
placed. His labors, however, were not confined to the duties of his Chair alone; 
but in connection with his professional labors, he edited the Ashury Notes, a 
literary journal connected with the University, as well as attending to various 
other duties that seemed to press upon him. In 1855 he became President of 
Baldwin Institute, at Berea, Ohio, which Institute was the next year made the 
Baldwin University. Under his wise and prudent management this institution 
was raised from comparative obscurity into a position of respectability and 
influence in the State. While connected with this University, he was impressed 
with the thought that something special ought to be done for the German popu- 
lation already among us, and also for the thousands that were crowding to our 
shores. His great mind was not slow in grasping the true idea, and in a short 
time the German Wallace College stood forth as the exponent of his love of 
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humanity, and deep concern for the welfare of our foreign brethren. To him, 
therefore, belongs the honor of establishing the first German College in America. 
During his connection with this institution, his former wife having died^ he was 
again married to Miss Clara Hulet. After fifteen years of successful labor in 
building up these institutions at Berea, Ohio, he was, in 1870, called to the 
presidency of the Iowa Wesleyan University — a position which he filled with 
dignity and great profit to the Institution for five years. During his connection 
with this Institution, he made large and valuable additions to the departments of 
Chemistry, Natural History, Geology, Philosophy, Physics, etc. But his great 
work here was the founding of another German College. He saw the ^reat 
west rapidly filling up with this class of persons, and felt moved by the Divine 
Spirit to open to them a wide door to sanctified learning. Accordingly, in 1872, 
a very substantial brick edifice was erected on the college grounds, east of the 
Iowa Wesleyan University, and in 1873 a school was opened, which is at this 
time in a flourishing and prosperous condition. After having served the Iowa 
Wesleyan University for five years, he retired and was appointed pastor of the 
First M. E. Church in Keokuk, Iowa. At the close of his first year, he was 
made Presiding Elder of the Keokuk District. At the Conference of 1877, 
Bishop Ames transferred him to the Mt. Pleasant District, over which he presided 
until his death. Although in the ministerial work, and having charge of a 
large district, his mind was ever turning toward his favorite pursuit — that of 
education. He felt that our system of education was yet imperfect, and should 
be so modified as to give the student the means of self support. The idea of 
technological schools rose up before him, and he prepared and published a 
number of able articles which found their way into some of the foremost educa- 
tional journals of the country. He also sought to prepare the way for this 
practical work in our common schools, and with many able lectures before 
Normal Institutes and elsewhere, he was rapidly paving the way to complete 
success. His last work was th6 drafting of a plan for the unification of the 
Methodist Colleges of Iowa. For some time his health has been gradually de- 
clining, but his invincible energy carried him onward, and amid the arduous 
duties of his district and rapidly failing health, he found sufficient time to 
arrange and mature his plan, which he presented in person to the Methodist 
State Convention, which met in Des Moines on the 1st of June. On returning 
home from this Convention he began rapidly to sink; but his mind remained 
clear, and his spirit joyful in God, his Saviour. His disease was of the stomach 
and hver, and though at times very painful, yet all was borne without a murmur 
or complaint. He died as dies the true Christian — full of immortal hope. His 
funeral was attended by a large concourse of people; and the Asbury Church, 
Mt. Pleasant, from which he was buried, was heavily draped in mourning. The 
preliminary services were conducted by Revs. Havighorst, of the German College, 
and Laugridge, of the Baptist Church. Dr. W. J. Spaulding, of the Iowa 
Wesleyan University, and former student under Dr. Wheeler, delivered an affect- 
ing and eloquent address. Ex-Senator Harlan pronounced a fine eulogy upon 
the deceased. Short addresses were also delivered by Rev. Pillsbury and the 
writer. Thus passed away one of the noblest heroes of the Church, — one of 
whom Bishop Ames once said: “ 1 have known Dr. Wheeler for thirty-six years, 
and I can say I never knew a man who loves to work so much for God.” His 
consecration to God, made in his childhood, became more and more perfect as 
the accumulation of years of toil and responsibility gathered around him, and 
in every relation to society he exhibited the same spirit of meekness and of 
unswerving integrity, which characterized the true Christian. As a husband, he 
was kind and affectionate; as a father, tender and comp^sionate; as a friend, 
faithful and true; as a minister, zealous and self-sacrificing; as a professpr or 
president of college, he was always in deep sympathy with those under l^is care. 

Honored, revered and lamented, and in the memory of multitudes loved and 
embalmed, shall remain the name of Dr. John Wheeler.

This report was re-committed, with certain additional papers, to the commit- 
tee, who finally made the following report,- which was adopted: 

The committee to whom was re-committed the memorials and other papers 
from Mount Pleasant First Church and W. J. Parker, met in the Lutheran 
Church, Knoxville, Iowa, September 3rd, 1881, at 2 P. M., S. McChesney, Chair- 
man, A. McClintock, Secretary, B. Mark, 0. P. Light, P. F. Holtzinger, M. Barn- 
ford and W. G. Thorn, present. Rev. 0. P. Light led the committee in prayer. 

The charge against W. J. Parker, the proceedings in the trial, the findings of 
the court and the declaration of expulsion were read by the secretary. A com- 
mittee coiifeired with Bishop Merrill with reference to the matter to be admitted 
in this investigation. Committee reported. It was agreed to permit the contend- 
ing parties fifteen minutes each to make a statement of his case. F. W. Evans 
marked such portions of W. J. Parker's memorial as he wanted the committee’s 
attention called to, which were read by the secretary, and explained by said 
Evans. Rev. W. H. H. Pillsbury then made a statement, when all parties ex- 
cept the committee retired. The statement of reason given by W. J. Parker 
for refusing to arbitrate was read and discussed by the committee. Whereupon, 
the committee resolved that we find no irregularity in brother Pillsbury ’s admin- 
istration in the premises. It was further resolved that we re-affirm the second 
resolution, (the second paragraph of the first report,) passed on vesterday.

The reduction in price of the S. S. literature is an occasion of real joy, inas- 
nmch as it saves us from the temptation to seek supplies from irresponsible and 
inferior publishing houses. The marked increase in the circulation of the 
“C. C. Advocate” is a source of great satisfaction, complimentary to the editor, 
and stimulating to renewed effort on the part of the pastors. We are glad to 
continue to recommend it as our Conference paper.

I ^ XIV. STATE OF THE CHURCH. 

p i Your committee would recommend : 

1. A more general use by our people of the educational privileges of our 
Church. There are very many families among us, from which one or more stu- 
dents ought to be sent to our institutions of learning. We have seen with re- 
gret, that in many cases where our people have educated their children, it has 
been in institutions other than our own. In view of the generally superior excel- 
lence of our own schools, and of the necessity of training our children under 
Methodist influences, we earnestly recommend a more general attention to our 
educational privileges as a Church. 

2. A more complete consecration of our wealth as a Church to the cause of 
Christ. Whilst the liberality of our people in the support of the gospel and of 
the benevolent institutions of the Church is increasing, and is worthy of great 
commendation, your committee feel that very much more must be done before 
the full measure of duty is reached. There is no good reason why any pastor 
should be inadequately supported, nor why any of our benevolent institutions 
should be embarrassed for want of funds. 

3. A more efficient effort for holding our young people in sympathy with the 
Church. We advise a faithful and prayerful consideration of this important 
question. We believe that in addition to other efforts, it would be wise, where- 
ever practicable, to organize the Church Lyceum as provided for in Disc., par- 
agraph 254, Sec. 6. 

4. An earnest inquiry by both preachers and people whether or not we are 
in danger from a decline of spiritual power among us. Your comnaittee is of 
opinion that in many charges there is a deficiency of religious experience, and 
that a great improvement in this respect is essential to our future prosperity. 
We recommend a much more general attention to personal devotion, and to 
family religion among all our people, and deprecate the spirit which would 
make the church a merely social organization. 

5. Your committee desire heartily to approve the almost unanimous senti- 
ment in favor of temperence which exists throughout our bounds. No branch 
of the Christian Church has made, or is making, a more honorable record on this 
great question than our own; and we earnestly recommend that our people con- 
tinue to stand upon this high principle of personal and public sobriety. 

6. Your committee desire to call attention to the practice of dancing, card- 
playing, and theater-going, which are somewhat prevalent in some places, and 
which seem to be winked at by some of our churches. We recommend that the 
provisions of the Discipline bearing upon such cases be strictly enforced.

B— REPORT OF THE SECRETARY. 

We are familiar with the statement, that the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
Society has been brought about because none but woman could meet the special 
difficulties in the way of reaching heathen women. But just as true is it, that 
this work has been set in motion, with its present plan of operation, and put 
into woman’s hands, because she alone would follow out the detail of the meas- 
ures necessary to accomplish it. Much has been said and written of the weari- 
some minutia of woman’s work in the home; but her training there has not 
been for nought. She but finds the plan of this work in perfect keeping with her 
round of duties in domestic relation. And while we have been careful to say 
woman alone would follow out these necessary measures, I am not so sure but 
that I might have said could; and that the same plan in the hands of other 
than woman, might soon present the same scene of demoralization that so soon 
appears when our big, strong brothers undertake the easy task of keeping house. 

The very detail of the work, with its monotonous variety, is the lever that 
lifts it, and is also that which makes it “ unreportable; ” and to call the state- 
ments I may make a report of it, would seem a misnomer to those who know 
the intricacies of the sowing, and reaping, and garnering; ^d to state a few 
general facts is all I can do. The result will remain unwritten, only as it is 
written in its results on human hearts and lives. 

There has been some seed sowing during the last year within the bounds of 
the Iowa Conference. About one thousand leaflets have been scattered, and four 
hundred copies of Mrs. Prescott’s book, the “ Decade,” sold; also four hundred 
copies of Annual Branch Reports, and sixty-five General Annual Reports; some 
seventy-five public meetings, and three District Conventions held. 
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These agencies, with the reading of the Heathen Woman’s Friend in sev- 
enty-seven ot our charges in the Conference, we think cannot fail to prove a suc- 
cessful leaven, where their power has been felt. 

We have, during part of the year, had the assistance of some efficient Dis- 
trict Secretaries, who have given specially valuable aid in introducing the 
Heathen Woman’s Friend into each appointment in their districts, by sendmg a 
copy to some active woman in each. 

The figures we present represent no easily wrought victory on the part of the 
women of our Conference, nor carelessly performed duty; but months of earnest 
toil, days and weeks of prayerful planning, oft repeated perplexities, many 
pleadings with God, even to strong crying and tears, and oft rej^ated humilia- 
tions as well; but with all, steady, unwavering purpose. 

Some of the results we ^ve in the following figures, showing the present 
state of the work in the Conference:

But these figures do not represent all the gain. It is no small matter that 
our two thousand members have become more fully awake to the importance of 
steady, systematic action — of careful, prompt attention to minutia and 
plan of work. And this is doubtless the result of increased knowledge of it. 
And with a still greater degree of knowledge, the results, doubtless, would also 
have been larger. 

Knowledge of what we are ^ a Missionary Society — a great, organized force y 
bearing the impress of a Divine call; an army marchmg to the orders of a 
Leader who “spake as never man spake,’’— a sponsor, upon whom rests largely 
the fulfillment of the object of Christ’s coming: “To seek and to save that 
which was lost.’’ That is saying much, but there are evident indications of its 
truth. 

There is not to be found one other organized agency that occupies a base of 
operations equal in opportunity to this; so underlying, overreaching, out-go- 
ing, and that, not because of the agents employed, nor the pains used, but be- 
cause of the conditions. The verj^ prime circumstance that called it into being 
is evidence of this. Its work is foundation work. 

And with a fuller knowledge of these things there must come a clearer recog- 
nition of what we ou^ht to be, in effort and fidelity to our trust. 

With interests so infinite hanging upon our integrity, there needs be such 
earnest, faithful continuance in appointed duty and privilege, as will make our 
ranks equal in number the female membership of the church, and our efforts 
reach the utmost measure of our possibilities. 
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There needs be also an enlarged conception of what there is to do. If need 
and opportunity measure obligation, then our obligations are almost infinite. 
But I cannot enter upon these in this report. Only let me say, that any who 
will look into any one department of our practical work abroad, can but come to 
a knowledge that there is a demand upon us for the utmost limit of exertion. - 

Pardon me if I do stop to make reference to one department of it. As evi- 
dence that need and opportunity, which are equal, make our obligations almost 
measureless, I wOl make instance of our Medical work. Allow me to go back 
to prime conditions : 

Take the one fact that, outside of Christian countries, disease is considered of 
supernatural origin. Ignorant of anatomy, physiology, and all laws of health, 
disease is accounted for by witchcraft, and death often the result of magic, and 
the belief in disease spirits is wide spread. 

Tliese demons may come into the body — gnaw and feed upon it — inflict in- 
visible wounds with invisible weapons, or lodging in the heart make the pa- 
tient mad. It may be the spirit of a l3ear, deer, turtle, tree, stone, or worm, 
sent into the spirit of a sick man, or a ghost sitting on the chest of a patient. 

And so the treatment of disease is in consonance with the theory, and ot 
course the patient left to suffer, with no real remedy; and that “medical prac- 
tice,” in these lands, is an ambiguous term, is largely true. 

And where true remedies are known and accepted, there is still no halm for 
woman. We can scarcely take in this thought. I am sure we do not. 

But the W. F. M. S. did discover in this fact an unspeakable need — yea, an 
awful necessity — and medical women, missionaries going out to India and 
China, come to prove that the opportunity was just as great as the need; and we 
may say the doors of India and China have been unbarred through the agency 
of Female Medical Missionari/ work. So we may repeat what I have said, that 
there is not to be found another organized agency equal in opportunity to this. 

But you will pardon this digression from a report. And I confess I reluct- 
antly forbe<ar entering more largely into the wonderful facts concerning this part 
of our work; and any one who would be thrilled and convinced by the logic of 
facts concerning it, needs purchase and read Mrs. J. T. Uracey’s book on “Wo- 
man’s Medical Work in Foreign Lands.” If you do, you will close it with the 
conviction that more than three score medical missionaries ought to sail on the 
next out-going steamer. 

And now I want to add, we need these and similar facts, that we may know 
why it is we ought to do the work we are called upon to do, in the one hundred 
and six charges represented at this assembling of our Annual Conference. 

And if this knowledge was universally disseminated, we should not have it 
much longer to say thatwe have twenty-nine charges without missionary auxiliaries 
and as many more with an average of two appointments in each not organized — 
about 8^000 women in the Conference not having heeded the call to enter upon 
the great privilege, of which Dr. Humphrey has said: “Angels might gladly 
leave their joys to do the work of this society.” 

And with the coming of the adequate knowledge of the work, and its needs 
and opportunities, there would appear also a clearer realization of responsibility 
leading to enlarged desires concerning it. 

And when desire, deep and ardent, is begotton as the result of intelligent 
conviction, that begets zeal according to knowledge. Let a few thousand wo- 
men be thus moved, and they would prove “terrible as an army with banners;”* 
and false logic about home-work, and indifference, and the opposition of igno- 
rance, would find no quarters. 

Were it not for a, few things we might be excusable. If there had been no 
Providential indications — if no one of the young women of our land had heard 
the divine call — if there had not come about opportunities for preparation, by 
the opening of institutions of learning, especially Medical Colleges, to young 
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women — if there were not facilities offered us for doing the work by way of rail- 
road travel, &c., — if woman’s hands had not been relieved by labor-saving ma- 
chinery, so that she has time for it — if knowledge of the need had not become 
80 readily accessible. — If — ah, if there were less of sad want and woe — if there 
were not so many of whom Christ says to us, “give ye them to eat,” if it had 
not been said “woe unto them that are at ease,” “rise up ye careless ones” — if 
“His voice had not gone out into all the earth, and his words to the end of it, ” 
then might Christian women of this day sit still, and make no reply, and be 
guiltless. 

But in the face of these practical facts, they cannot; and the safest thing for 
us is to rise up and obey God, willing to use all of time, means, and talent that 
He asks of us. And He will not ask for ten talents if we have but one; but be 
assured He does ask for the one, and too often, alas! finds it buried. 

Too many seek excuse because they think they are not so situated as to give 
or do largely, forgetting that, if the little be passed over into God’s hands, He 
can enlarge and increase it; but He cannot do the enlarging while we refuse to 
pass it over to him, whether it be money, time or talent. 

When, in days of old, the women came to offer their gifts, and they cast in 
their jewelry— rings, ear-rings and bracelets— for the finishing and furnishing of 
the Tabernacle, do you suppose their offerings — these rings and bracelets — were 
to be used as they were ? Certainly not. They were taken and wrought upon 
by cunning workmen, and when fused and melted, and moulded, were of a thous- 
and times more value than before; and then, hallowed forever by a touch of 
Divine presence. So can God take, our rude talents, poor as they are, and bless 
and increase. 

Do you suppose that any of those Jewish women withheld because she had 
but one poor little ring— perhaps a broken one — to offer? No, I doubt not with 
joy she hastened to cast it in, and then rejoiced, with tenfold gladness, because 
it was honored with a place in the sacred temple. 

And may be there were some who had no ring at all, and so they wrought in 
purple, and linen, and scarlet, and blue. So there was a place for those who 
could only spin and weave. I tell you God has not so unwisely arranged his 
work as to debar any from sharing a part in the blessed service. 

And now, for the coming year, we are to have the privilege, if we will, of 
raising $4,500 in our Conference. 

That is what the missionaries and heathen women call for. I should have 
said that is what God is asking us for — for these estimates are but the voicings 
of His will— His leading, put down into figures; and He never asks for more 
than we can do. 

And while we rejoice, in that during the year we have gained in members, 
and contributions, and solidity — in hunger for information, and in more infor- 
mation to satisfy hunger; yet with all we have not come up to God's measure 
for us. 

To do this we need to observe a few things. And to speak specifically, we 
need : 

1st. And right speedily, to double our subscribers for the “Heathen Wo- 
man’s Friend.” It will prove a blessing in any home. Really, I never read 
that paper without feeling that I want to go down upon my knees, and get 
nearer to God. 

2nd. We need to increase our membership in every auxiliary, by at least 
one third 

3rd. To put more life and power into our monthly meetings, so as to more 
than double the attendance there. 

4th. To hold regularly our public quarterly meetings, and make them times 
of refreshing, from the presence of the Lord. 
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5th. To pray more earnestly and ask more largely of God. Verily, God 
might speak m judgment of our asking, and say to us, ask largely. We must 
not bring the measure of God’s giving down to our low conceptions. 

And finally, we need, as individual members of the W. F. M. S,, to step up 
from the minimum to the maximum of privilege. Two cents a week was .the 
basis upon which to begin our work. Surely we do not want to stop there. 
That was devised so as to take in the widow's mite. But we are not all wid- 
ows. God has many queens and princesses in His militant church, and He 
would have them assert themselves in honor of Him. 

And special opportunity is now afforded in this year’s estimates referred to. 

We have 2,000 members — that means $2,000, by two cents a week. Then 
we expert 1,000 new members. And, with $500 from the Christmas offering, 
there will remain $1,000 yet to be secured, giving opportunity for some one of 
the queenly daughters of our King to prove herself worthy, by the bestow- 
ment of this gift of $1,000. Or, that one may not monopolize this honor, a di- 
vision might be made, and two $500 gifts be offered. Or, possibly, ten mi^ht 
share it, with ten $100 shares, and thus send it out freighted with a mightier 
weight of prayer. 

I doubt not there are many in the Conference — and some of them here to- 
day — who, if they should but bring themselves under the power of the divine 
touch of Him of whom it is written: “then touched he their eyes, saying, ‘ac- 
cording to yovLT faith be it unto you,’ ’’ would find it a blessed possibility for 
them to rise up and stand in the ranks of queenly givers. 

We wait for the Divine touch, the opening of our eyes, the quickened faith, 
with their results — ^joyous, unstinted, abundant giving.
